Your letter was received in this office 
on July 5, 1977. 

You make the following requests: 

your ..letter in which you promised to make such records 
irelauing to the medical evidence in the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy/ available to me as they were made available to any- 
one and all other relevant records , whether of earlier or later 
daoe, including your refusal of the GSA -Kennedy estate letter 
agreement and the so-called memo of transfer and other related 
records" and 

(2) "...all relevant records/i’elating to the denial to you of copies 
of photographs of President Kennedy's necktie taken by the Na- 
tional Archives7, including Mr. Marshall's directives to you, 
your other such communications together with the legal interpre- 
tations . that satisfied your and any other government agency involved 
that this was a proper legal interpretation. " 

Copies of these records were included in the copies we furnished 
you in response to your Freedom of Information requests in your 
letter of September 28 and October 19 and 21, 1976. You can find 
the^ records you request in those copies, or we will make our files 
available to you or your representative in the National Archives 
to locate the records you want recopied. Certain documents were 
denied to you in response to those requests and these were again 
denied to you upon appeal on January 3, 1977. You have the right 
to seek judicial review of that decision by filing an action in 
the Federal District Court for the District of Columbia or in the 
Federal District Court for the district in which you reside or 
have your principal place of business. 

(3) Records relating to the testing of fabrics referred to by 
Mr. Robert Frazier in depositions taken by you and your 
attorney, Mr. Lesar, and 
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(4) Records relating to the curbstone among the exhibits of the Warren 
Commission. 

We will make files available to you in the National Archives for 
you or your representative to search for any relevant records. No 
records relating to the testing of fabrics or to the curbstone are 
among the materials withheld from public access. 

' (5) "...all records relating to my request for the 1975-76 release up 

to and including shipment . "
